M. Robin, an eminent French chemist, 
in a memoir recently presented to the 
French Academy, expresses a belief that 
the period of human life may be greatly 
prolonged, and enters into an argument 
to show that his opinion is based upon 
sound reasoning. He also gives the result 
of his personal observations on this sub 
ject, and proposes to demonstrate the truth- 
fulness of his position by actual experi 
ments upon animals whose lives are of 
short duration. His argument is, that the 
mineral matter which constitutes an in 
gredient in most of our food, after the 
combustion, is in our systems to incruet 
and stiffen the different parts of the body 
and to render imperfect many of the vital 
processes. 

He compares human beings to furnaces 
which are always kindled ; life exists only 
in combustion, but the combustion which 
occurs in our bodies, like that which takes 
place in our chimneys, leaves a detritus 
or residuum which is fatal to life. To re 
move this, he would sdminisier lactic acid 
with ordinary food. This acid is known to 
possess the power of removing or dissolvin 
the incrustations which form on the ar 
teries. cartilages and valves of the heart 
As buttermilk abounds in this acid, and is 
moreover, an agreeable kind of food, iu 
habitual use, it is urged, will free the sys- 
tem from these causes, which inevitably 
cause death between ths seventy-fifth and 
year.

Mabvels of tue A lcu em ist. —The pre 
tended secret of the alchemists was th 
transmutation of the baser metals into 
gold, which they occasionally exhibited to 
keep the dupes who supplied them with 
money in good spirits. This they perforate 
in vsrious ways. Sometimes they made 
use of crucibles with a 
the real bottom they put a quantity ef gold 
or silver. This was covered by a portion 
of powdered crucible mixed with gum of 
wax, and hardened. The material being 
pat into a crucible and the beat applied 
the false bottom disappeared; and at th 
end of the process the gold or silvsr was 
found at the bottom of the crucible. Some 
times they made a hole in a piece of char- 
coal, filled it with oxide of gold or silver, 
and stopped up the hole with a little wax 
or they soaked the charcoal in solutions 
these meule; or they stirred the mixture in 
the crucible with hollow rods containing 
ozide of gold or silver within, aad the end 
closed wiik wax. By these means the gold 
or silver wanted was introduced during 
the operation, and considered as a product.
